ADMirilSTRATIVE  INSTRUCTI0IJ3:  LIST  OF  APPRO\'ED  PACKIHG 
IIATERIALS  AJjD  II.'ST.TJCTI0I:S  FOR  TIEIR  USE 

On  June  26,  1953,  there  was  published  in  the  Federal  Register  (18  F.  R, 
3664)  a  ootice  of  proposed  rule  making  concerning  an  ajiendiacnt  of  adi.inis- 
trative  instructions  listing  apnrovecl  paclcing  materials  and  instructions 
for  their  use,  effective  January  1,  1949  (7  CFR  319.37-l6a,  3.  E.  P.  Q.  571). 
After  due  consideration  of  all  relevant  matters  presented,  and  pvjrsuant  to 
the  authority  conferred  upxjn  hii-i  by  §  319.37-16  of  the  regulations  supple- 
mentary to  Mursery  Stock,  Plant,  and  Seed  Quarantine  ICo,  37  (7  CFH  319.37-16) 
under  section  5  of  the  Plant  C^iarantine  Act  of  1912 _,  as  araended  (7  'J.  3,  C. 
159),  the  Chief  of  the  Biu'eau  of  Sntomolof^'-  and  Plant  Quarantine  amended 
§  319.37-l6a.  By  the  same  authority  the  further  anvended  paragraph  (b), 
cifter  publication  in  the  Federal  Register  on  Augu.st  29,  1953  (18  F,  P.,  51^1), 
and' §  319.37-l6a  read  ,   as  follows: 

§  319.37-l6a  Administrative  instinactlor.s;  list  of  approved  racking 
materials  and  instructions  for  their  use,  (a)  TIic  following  materials,  v;hen 
free  froi.i  sand,  soil,  or  eartli,  uriless  othen-riso  noted,  and  -.rhen   they  have 
not  been   previously  used  as  packing  or  othen-rise  with  living  plants,  are 
approved  as  packing  materials  for  use  in  coniiection  ^vith  an;;,-  shipment  of 
restricted  plant  materials  imported  in  accordance  with  §§  319.37  to  319.37-28: 

Bucla^rheat  hulls. 

Charcoal  (insjxiction  is  difficult  when  this  material  is  used.  It 

should  be  used  only  wlieru  its  ]:>articular  qualities  are  especially 

desirable  and  other  approved  packing  materials  are  unsuitable). 
Coral  sand  from  Bermuda,  when  free  from  sui'face  soil,  and  certified 

as  such  by  the  Director  of  Agriculture  of  Bermuda, 
Excelsior, 

Fjxi'oliated  vermiculite. 
Ground  cork. 
Ground  peat. 
Sawdust, 
Shavings , 
Sphagnujn  moss. 
Vegetable  fiber  when  free  of  p\J-p,  including  coconut  fiber  and 

Oeaunda  fiber,  but  excluding  sugarcane  fiber  and  cotton  fiber, 

(b)  In  addition,  the  following  material  is  approved  as  a,   fucking 
material  for  use  in  coriTiection  with  lily  tiulbs  from  Japan  and  The   I^lcyu 
Islands  iiapo'rted  in  accordance  with  §  319.37-3: 

Subsoil  from  Japan  and  The  I^jn-ikyu  Islands  treated  with  an  insecticide 
of  a  kind  and  in  an   amount  deemed  by  the  Chief  of  Bureau  as  adequate 
to  destroy  PKylloV'rot ica  spp,  and  other  insect  pests,  when  certified, 
in  the  case  of  Jarwin,  by  an  authorised  official  of  tlie  Plant  Protec- 
tion Section,  Ja[>ajia3o  IliiiLstry  01'  A,'ric\;lt'.)rt;  a:iJ  •  o:-.;:t.?*\-,  or,  in 


tl\2   cas3  cf  Tr.9  I'^'ul:;;'^-:  Islands,  07  an  authorised  official  cf  the 
r::.-i.uv''j.  rlar.t  '>.iarantine  oervice,  as  :-avi:ig  been  iv^  iro::.  at  least 
2  feet  belovf  tlie  soil  surface,  sifted,  dried,  and  stored  so  as  to 
prevent  conta'-iination  ;vith  insects  and  plant  diseases,  and  treated 
vrLth  an  insecticide  as  prescribed  V-v  the  3hief  of  Purea';, 

(c)  In  cases  of  eraergency  an  inspector  !na"  approve  for  use  for 
specific  shipr.tents  packing  materials  other  than  those  listed,  after  he 
has  detemiined  that  such  n-Laterials  are  free  frorr.  sand,  soil,  or  earth  and 
that  thoii"  use  does  not  involve  a  risk  of  introducinr  plaiit  pests.  Should 
the  inspector  deteiTiine  that  an;'  vjJ.isted  pacl'ing  raterial  accon^par;','f.ng  a 
specific  ship^iiient  of  restricted  plant  material  is  objectionable,  th.e 
shipnent  i:iay  be  refused  entry, 

(d)  Regulations  governins  the  entr;;-  of  liav  and  strav;  paclrin^  Jnaterial 
are  contained  in  tliis  Department's  Bureaii  of  Aiiiinal  Industi^  Order  371 

(9  CFi;.. 95.21  and  95,22),  Such  riiterial  is  restricted  entiy  froni  countries 
v;here  rinderpest  or  foot-and-mouth  disease  exists,  Ar^-   such  rater ial. 
offered  for  entry  vdtliout  having  net  the  conditions  of  §  95 •^l  (vCFR  95.21) 
is  required  by  §  95.22  (9  CFK  95.22)  to  be  disi:-:fected  or  burned,.  Tlie 
provisions  of  tliis  Liu'-eau  of  Ar:2T:c2.   Indus t:.-^-  order  are  not  applicable  to 
h.ay  or  strav;  rnats,  jackets,  or  casings, 

(e)  All  restricted  material  fron  Europe  and  Canada  mist  be  free  from 
^villov;  vrithes.  Such  material,  v/hen  nob  free  fror.  vdllcw  vrithes,  vdll  be 
refused  eivbr:.-  until  the  vdthes  are  removed  and  destroyed.  Such  imtorial, 
when  acconpanied  by  willow  v/itiies,  r^y   be  held  in  custons  custody  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  40  days,  during  v/hich  period  the  pennittee  or  his 
agent,  after  making  satisfactorjr-  arrangei.'ients,  r.aj'-  remove  and  destro;-  th.e 
withes  under  the  supervision  of,  and  in  a  manner  satisfactor:/  to,  an 
inspector,  •  after  which  the  shipment  nay  be  handled  in  tlie  usual  way. 

The  purpose  of  these  amendments  is  to  reautliorize  the  use  of  Japanese 
subsoil  as  a  packing  material,  provided  it  lias  baen  dug  from  a  depth  of 
2  feet  below  the  soil  surface;  has  beeii  sifted,  dried,  arid  stored  so  as  to 
prevent  contar.'iination  with  irisects  and  plant  diseases;  has  been  treated  vd.th 
an  insecticide  of  a  kind  and  in  an   a-mount  deemed  by  the  Cliief  of  the  D^areau 
of  Entomolog;^'-  and  Plant  Quarantine  as  adequate  to  destroy  insect  infestations 
that  righi.  be  present;  and  has  been  so  certified  by  Japanese  jilant  quarantine 
officials.  During  the  past  tvro  shipping  seasons,  nujr.erous  tests  have  been 
made  vrLtii  DJ-T-treated  Jai^anese  subsoil,  Bulbs  sl:i':)ped  and.  stored  in  such  a 
mixture  have  blooiaed  satisfactorily.  Identical  provision  is  made  for  t.'ie 
use  of  subsoil  of  the  r^-ulq^T^s  wl:cr.  certified  by  tiie  plant  quarantine  officials 
of  The  l^^yu^cyu  Islaiids,

This  an-.endj'.ient ,  as  r\u:'ther  a:.iendcd,  shall  be  effective  September  1,  and 
shall  supersede  7  CTli  319»37-l6a,  effective  Januar:'  1,  1949  and  tiio  revision 
effective  July  24,  1953.
